Chairman George C. Goheen 
questioned whether the school 
district was perhaps only using 
the land for speculation. 
The land, according to com 
mission attorney Leland H. Jor­ 
dan, was turned over to the 
high school district in 1958 at 
no charge with a provision a 
school building be started by 
July 1962. If it does not build 
by then, the district is to pay 
$61,000 for it, Jordan said. 
“It seems the commission 
acted in good faith 
and 
has 
been had. It’s misrepresenta­ 
tion,” declared Lerch. 
Mrs. Minnie Sievers, a trus­ 
tee of the Sausalito School Dis­ 
trict, said the high school dis­ 
trict takes the stand it will 
need the site eventually but 
not now.

“You might say that I am 
one of the products of the po­ 
litical turmoil in the past in 
my country,” said Bonilla in an 
interview. “There are five gen­ 
erations of men in my family 
who were born abroad because 
of political unrest in their 


homeland. I was among them. 
I was born in Ponce, Puerto 
Rico. 
“This 
will 
tell you 
how 
deeply I feel, as do thousands 
of other Dominicans, about the 
new opportunities for freedom, 
independence 
a n d 
progress 
which has come to our country. 
The American republics can be 
sure we shall not forget this 
and will work in every way pos­ 
sible to solidify democracy in 
our country.” 
Bonilla 
attracted 
interna­ 
tional attention recently for a 
speech to the United Nations 
Security Council, one result of 
which was to silence for a time 
the noisy statements about Do­ 
minican affairs by spokesmen 
of the Fidel Castro government 
of Cuba. 
The Cuban regime has been 
charging that presence of U.S.

A rthur F. Corey, executive 
secretary of the 123,000-mem­ 
ber teachers’ organization, in­ 
cluded the proposal in a letter 
to 
Brown 
yesterday. 
Corey 
asked that the bond issue and 
other recommendations be in­ 
cluded in the governor's pro­ 
gram for attention at a special 
session of the state legislature. 


The 250 million dollars was 
described by Corey as a mini­ 
mum estimate of what it would 
cost for the state to continue 
its school building aid program 
for two years. 
The association recommends 
placing the issue on the June 
primary ballot. 


Other recommendations in­ 
clude: 
Clarification of Senate Bill 
946, which requires school dis­ 
tricts with an average daily at­ 
tendance of between 250 and 
850 to grant teachers perma 
nent tenure after a probation- J 
ary period. 


Introduction of legislation to 
provide a “truly rcpresenta 
tive” advisory commission on 
teacher licensing, along the 
lines of Senate Bill 624 that 
was vetoed by Brown last year.

Bass Fishing Has Come To Life; 
Steelhead Prospects Fair To Good 


Alice Quan of China Camp 
gives 
honorable mention to angler A. Holly 
of San Rafael who took his limit to six 
pounds on Thursday, but admitted that 
most of the regulars were home-bound 
because of the cold weather. Alice also 
told me the flounders were likewise re­ 
luctant to feed on cut bait. 
Bass fishing, which was in the dol­ 
drums for several days, has come to life. 
This is indicated by the stunt of a south 
bay patrron of the art of fish-i 
ing. Joe Kristinais took out a 
group of seven in his private 
cruiser and inside of one hour’s 
trolling in the Red Rock sector 
netted seven limits of striped 
bass from 2 to 15 pounds. 
Joe Navarro of the Sports­ 
men’s Center. Castro Valley, 
who made that report, also 
mentioned Douglas Claypoole 
and his 14-year-old son, Clay, 
taking legal threes of bass on 
sardine baits in the Buoy 10 
area. Fish ran in the medium 
size class. And Wilbur Locke 
and two friends limited from 
6 to 10 pounds in the Buoy 10 
sector. So, it is apparent that 
the slump was only a tempor 
ary one as far as stripers are 
concerned. 
THE LEADING question in 
many an angler’s mind right 
now is, “What are chances of a 
catch of steelhead?” So let’s 
have a look at that picture. 
First and foremost is the re 
port on the Russian River, the 
stream which has the greatest 
potential 
of 
all 
the 
coast 
streams when and if the bar at 
the mouth is open As I have 
so often stated in my columns, 
the Russian is the one river 
that harbors not only steelhead 
and salmon, but also striped 
bass and black bass. As I have 
also frequently stated, because 
of the many tributary streams 
flowing through cultivated iand 
and emptying silt into the main 
stream after a rain, the Russian 
is the last stream to clear and 
become fishable. On Thursday, 
I believe it was, Edo Pachini 


took two nice steelhead from 
the Brown’s Pool area-—one 10 
and one 12-pounder—and re­ 
ported the river is still “clear­ 
ing.” So, perhaps the Russian 
is the one stream where your 
chances of taking a steelhead 
or two is from fair to good. In- 
cidently, Pachini reported that 
he tried roeberries without suc­ 
cess and shifted to a winged 
bobber and hit the jackpot. Edo 
saw 11 steeiies landed close to 
where he took his two. 
AS 
REGARDS 
chances on 
most of the other coast streams 
from the Russian to the Ten 
Mile above Fort Bragg, I con­ 
tacted Jack McCurley at Point 
Arena. J a c k 
admitted all 
streams in the area had fish— 
steelhead—in them, but very 
few were being taken. The wat­ 
er is low and crystal clear,” he 
told me. “Not even the experts 
are making the grade. We need 
rain and nee—d it badly.” I 
asked about the crowds that 
were trying. “No crowds. 
In 
fact very few fishermen are 
trying. They know it’s no use. 
Most of the mouths of the 
streams are open and have 
been. Due to the rough seas 
at present, the mouth of the 
Gualala may close, but that is 
not certain. 
I asked about abalone hunt­ 
ing on Saturday. “Not so good. 
Swells four to six feet high 
kept the take down to a mini­ 
mum.” So—that’s the abstract 
picture os this writer sees it. 
So long!

“Health experts urge expan­ 
sion of home care, now cover­ 
ing 5,000 patients today, to 75,- 
000. Such expansion, they say, 
could save the nation a billion 
dollars in hospital construction 
costs alone,” she declared. 
“An overcrowded community 
hospital may have to spend 
one million dollars or more to 
build a 50-bed annex, and the 
money must come from taxes 
or voluntary contributions. If 
50 beds can be saved by plac­ 
ing some patients on home 
care, the annex need not be 
built. 
“A home nursing service has 
been a dream of mine for 
many years,” she continued, 
“especially since right after 
World War II when I was with 
the public health department 
in San Diego, and it became 
apparent to me that this type 
of service was very valuable— 
not as welfare but as private 
enterprise. 
“I found that many patients, 
especially older people, are 
much happier at hom§ and the 
only reason they have to be in 
the hospital often is because of 
a few nursing procedures that 
can be just as well done in the 
home with the right equip­ 
ment. Family members or a 
housekeeper can do everything 
else. It saves a lot of money. 
“As one patient said, ‘wait­ 


ing to go home is the toughest1 
part when you’re getting well.’ 
Further values to the patients 
are that their minds are at 
ease, especially a mother who 
could be at home to supervise 
running of the house or even 
do little things herself so that 
she knows she is needed as well 
as wanted. 
“Patients staying in the hos­ 
pital longer than necessary re­ 
sults not only in larger ex­ 
penses to them but in enor­ 
mous sums paid out by hos­ 
pitals and 
health insurance 
services that are reflected in 
sky - rocketing hospital costs 
andhealth insurance premiums. 
“ In December I finally de­ 
cided to do something about 
my dream, for there is no visit 
ing nurses’ association in Ma­ 
rin, even under welfare. Pub­ 
lic health nurses will go out 
and demonstrate home care if 
they have time but can give no 
care themselves. 
June Clarke, an R.N. of wide 
experience, operates the serv 
ice from an office in her home 
with the help of an answering 
service and two part - time 
R.N.’s, Mrs. Richard Beedle and 
Mrs. Charles Kelly, both of 
Mill Valley. 
“A most important point,” 
Mrs. Clarke explained,” is that 
a patient must be under doc­ 
tor’s care in order to take ad­ 
vantage of our service, and 
most of our clients, in fact, are 
referrals from doctors.

“Health experts urge expan­ 
sion of home care, now cover­ 
ing 5,000 patients today, to 75,- 
000. Such expansion, they say, 
could save the nation a billion 
dollars in hospital construction 
costs alone,” she declared. 
“An overcrowded community 
hospital may have to spend 
one million dollars or more to 
build a 50-bed annex, and the 
money must come from taxes 
or voluntary contributions. If 
50 beds can be saved by plac­ 
ing some patients on home 
care, the annex need not be 
built. 
“A home nursing service has 
been a dream of mine for 
many years,” she continued, 
“especially since right after 
World War II when I was with 
the public health department 
in San Diego, and it became 
apparent to me that this type 
of service was very valuable— 
not as welfare but as private 
enterprise. 
“I found that many patients, 
especially older people, are 
much happier at home and the 
only reason they have to be in 
the hospital often is because of 
a few nursing procedures that 
can be just as well done in the 
home with the right equip­ 
ment. Family members or a 
housekeeper can do everything 
else. It saves a lot of money. 
“As one patient said, ‘wait­ 


ing to go home is the toughest 
part when' you’re getting well.’ 
Further values to the patients 
are that their minds are at 
ease, especially a mother who 
could be at home to supervise 
running of the house or even 
do little things herself so that 
she knows she is needed as well 
as w a ited. 
“Patients staying in the hos­ 
pital longer than necessary re­ 
sults not only in larger ex­ 
penses to them but in enor­ 
mous sums paid out by hos­ 
pitals and 
health insurance 
services that are reflected in 
sky . rocketing hospital costs 
andhealth insurance premiums. 
“In December I finally de­ 
cided to do something about 
my dream, for there is no visit­ 
ing nurses’ association in Ma­ 
rin, even under welfare. Pub­ 
lic health nurses will go out 
and demonstrate home care if 
they have time but can give no 
care themselves. 
June Clarke, an R.N. of wide 
experience, operates the serv­ 
ice from an office in her home 
with the help of an answering 
service and two part - time 
R.N.’s. Mrs. Richard Beedle and 
Mrs. Charles Kelly, both of 
Mill Valley. 
“A most important point, 
Mrs. Clarke explained,” is that 
a patient must be under doc­ 
tor’s care in order to take ad 
vantage of our service, and 
most of our clients, in fact, are 
referrals from doctors. 
“We are equipped to give 
such services as bed baths, 
catheterizations, enemas, irri 
gations and injections,* change 
surgical dressings, take blood 
pressufe and do any other nurs­ 
ing procedures required. 
“We use disposable syringes 
and needles and other equip­ 
ment, use s t e r i l e wrapped 
dressings and have the use of 
Ross General Hospital for ster­ 
ilizing of larger equipment. 
“And we are fully covered 


by mal-practice and liability in­ 
surance.” 
June Clarke is eminently 
qualified to head this type of 
service. 
A native of Los Angeles, she 
grew up in Redlands, where 
she attended the University of 
Redlands one year and com­ 
pleted her nurse’s training in 
three years at Mercy College of 
Nursing in San Diego, becom­ 
ing an R.N. in 1941. 
She is an American National 
Red Cross nurse and was a 
nurse with the U.S. Army for

As Simple As Doing Laundry 


Successful h o m e weather­ 
proofing of washable rainwear 
is almost as simple as doing the 
laundry. There’s only one trick 
—the laundering itself. 


W eatherproofing agents arc 
effective only if the garment 
about to be treated is free of all 
soil, residue from soaps and 
detergents—and 
hard 
water 
minerals. These foreign m ate­ 
rials block the minute spaces 
between fabric fibers where 
the weatherproofing a g e n t 
would lodge, and the weather­ 
proofing becomes spotty. 


Machine launder at the w ash- 


and -wear setting with mild 
soap powder or flakes or any 
mild detergent. 
To make certain the garment 
is rinsed clean, add a water 
conditioner, such as Calgpn, to 
the rinse. 
Hang the garment carefully 
on a rust-proof hanger, smooth­ 
ing seams, collar, cuffs, button­ 
holes and hemline, and let dry 
thoroughly. 
Or, put it in the • 
dryer on the air setting. 


When the garment is com­ 
pletely dry, apply the weather­ 
proofing agent according to di­ 
rections on its container.

TODAY'S EDITORIAL 
What Really Caused Death 
Of Two Great Newspapers? 


Why do newspapers with tremendous 
readership and advertising volume — 
like the Los Angeles Examiner and the 
Los Angeles Mirror — t h r o w in the 
sponge? 
Obviously, they are business failures. 
That is, income doesn’t equal outgo; 
they have run in the red instead of 
showing a profit. 
But why? 
The two newspapers that closed up 
in Los Angeles last week had daily paid 
circulations larger than any of the three 
San Francisco newspapers. 
So it would NOT be correct to say 
that they just didn’t interest e n o u g h 
readers anymore. 
If you know approximately the aver­ 
age advertising rate of the papers and 
apply it to their volume of paid space, 
you know that their income was sub­ 
stantial. Advertising volume suffered 
no sudden decline. The newspapers re­ 
mained to the end effective advertising 
media. 
So it would NOT be correct to say 
that they lost their advertising “pull” 
and therefore lost their income-earning 
potential. 
When their publishers announce that 
they succumbed to “spiraling costs,” 
then, we can accept that as accurate. 
But why did costs spiral? 
The cost of everything goes up stead­ 
ily these days. And the things news­ 
papers utilize in the way of materials 
and services are no exception. 
But we doubt if that is all there is to 
it. 


We suspect that two prime fac­ 
tors are inefficiency and competi­ 
tion. 


Newspapers, like other organizations, 
tend when they get old and large to 
“need” an increased proportion of ad­ 
ministrative employees who don t really 
produce anything; they just “process” 
things. 
We rather imagine that the Examiner 
and Mirror in Los Angeles both had a 
h u g e number of non-productive em­ 
ployees, “paper-pushers.” 
Competition? While there were only 
four major metropolitan newspapers 
within the city of Los Angeles, there 
nevertheless are more than 100 news­ 
papers in Los Angeles County—all com­ 
peting for the same readers, mostly, and 
the same advertising dollars. And the 
number of TV and radio stations com­ 
peting for the same audience and same 
advertising dollars is myriad. 
We rather imagine that this compe­ 
tition required ever-rising expenditures 
to attract and hold reader audiences and 
to sell advertising. We suspect that the 
cost of selling advertising in that highly 
competitive field is as high, relatively, 
or higher than any place in the country. 
Undoubtedly it contributed to the de­ 
mise of the two newspapers. 
But, specifically, just why did the Ex­ 
aminer and the Mirror go broke0 
If we knew, exactly, we could have 
sold the answer to their respective own­ 
ers. We doubt if anybody really knows 
for certain the reasons are too complex 
for simple explanation.

Football May Replace Baseball 


As Our Greatest Spectator Sport 


WHAT OUR READERS SAY 


WITH THE NEW YEARS 
bowl games safely behind us, 
and only a little left of the 
professional football season, 
it is with a great deal of re­ 
luctance that I see my favor­ 
ite sport leave the limelight 
until next fall. 
College football games this 
year reported in excess of 
42,000,000 in attendance. Add 
to 
this 
the 
tremendous 
growth of professional foot­ 
ball in the past five to 10 
years, and we wonder if foot­ 
ball, not baseball, isn’t Amer­ 
ica’s favorite spectator sport. 
Football is a rugged he- 
man game. There are 60 min­ 
utes worth of real action in 
every game. 
It takes a combination of 
brawn and brain to play it. 
And it is a strain on the men 
who play a game of it. Some 
doctors have reported that it 
takes a healthy athlete eight 
days to fully recover from a 
strenuous football game. That 
may explain why a team can 
be great one week and poor 
the next. 


All during the time that 
football has been making 
such gains in recent years, 
baseball has been suffering. 
Major teams have had to 
move in order to keep the in­ 
terest of the people. Minor 
leagues would have ceased to 
exist if it wasn’t for the sup­ 


port they receive as training 
grounds for the majors. 
The length of the season 
may be a factor also. Major 
baseball 
teams 
play 
162 
games a year. The public may 
grow tired of this endless 
contest to decide a champion­ 
ship. 
While on the other hand, 
football teams could not play 
that number of games. It is 
physically impossible for the 
players. ’A professional team 
plays just 14 games during a 
season. 
This difference in season 
will make baseball stronger 
financially. A team that can 
draw a smaller crowd to 162 
games will make more money 
than one that draws a big 
crowd to 14 games. 
Even with this difference, 
the gap between football and 
baseball attendance is nar­ 
rowing to the point until it 
is quite possible that football 
will be considered America’s 
favorite sport in the future.

wrong (their way), frqpdom 
(capitalism) or slavery (com­ 
munism), the “good guys” 
(Americans, of course) or the 
“bad guys” (anyone who op­ 
poses us?). Nor does the in­ 
flammatory and unjustified 
catch-phrase “Red or Dead” 
make any sense to me. 
It is time we stopped act­ 
ing as if Communism’ is a 
dirty word and Free Enter­ 
prise a sacred cow. There are 
inherent defects in both sys­ 
tems and each needs to bor­ 
row and learn from the ether. 
While we are given very little 
factual knowledge of .daily 
life in Russia, the evils of un­ 
bridled captialism are appar­ 
ent to anyone studying Latin 
America. Too often “free­ 
dom” has only meant that 
the strong could take advan­ 
tage of the weak. As Presi­ 
dent Kennedy recently point­ 
ed out, true freedom is not 
possible where poverty and 
ignorance are the lot of the 
people. 
Even here in the U.S. we 
do have slums, migratory 
workers living like animals, 
unemployment, 
people un­ 
able to afford medical, care, 
and young people unable to 
afford higher education. Are 
you quite sure, Mr. Hubbell, 
that ours is the highest living 
standard in the world? How 
free is a black or brown 
American, 
especially ‘those 
living in our southprn states? 
I think if we made an honest 
attempt to “first cast out the 
beam from our own eye” we 
would not have to worry 
about the loyalty and sqpport 
of the young. Their sense of 
justice is strong. We might 
even find that is is only a 
“mote” that is in brother 
Khrushchev’s eye. In any 
case, we could see better to 
remove it if necessary j with­ 
out blowing us all to kingdom 
come.

Guinea To Regain Lost Prestige

10 YEARS AGO 
More than 800 west coast 
telephone equipment workers 
walked out, halting dial in­ 
stallation equipment work at 
the San Rafael phone office, 
because they said they could 
not find proper Marin County ^ 
housing or living facilities in 
their price range. Survey by 
a union of Western Electric 
Co. workers was announced 
to have shown that the work­ 
ers must pay $11 more per 
week to live in Marin County 
than the company allows. 


20 YEARS AGO 
Promise of cuts in Grey­ 
hound bus fares from $12.50 
to $10 for San Rafael, from $9 
to $7 in Mill Valley and from 
$8.50 to $6.50 for Sausalito, 
made by Greyhound provided 
the Golden Gate Bridge would 
reduce tolls from 50 cents to 
25 cents which the company 
said would mean $2,500 month­ 
ly saving. 


TWO CURRENT happen­ 
ings are worth examining to­ 
gether: India’s conflict with 
Portugal over Goa and Indo­ 
nesia’s controversy with the 
Netherlands over West New 
Guinea. The more closely we 
study them, the clearer it is 
that although superficially 
they look somewhat alike, 
fundamentally they are quite 
different. 
The essential difference is 
that in the case of Goa the 
government of Portugal took 
an absolute position that the 
status of Goa was not negoti­ 
able. Goa is a small enclave 
on the mainland of India and 
Dr. Salazar insisted on hav­ 
ing it treated as a part of 
Portugal with its capital in 
Lisbon. He insisted that Goa 
must remain an integral part 
of Portugal and he bolted the 
doors firmly against any ne­ 
gotiation about it. 
Though Britain and France 
left the 
Indian 
continent 
peaceably, for 15 years Por­ 
tugal has refused to leave it 
peaceably or even to talk 
about leaving it ever. The de­ 
termining fact about the Goa 
question is that though it was 
in fact a Portuguese colony 
in India, Portugal denied that 
there 
was 
any 
peaceable 
method of doing what Brit­ 
ain and France had done 
about the rest of the Indian 
continent.

GOA POINTS UP sharply, 
as I remember from many 
talks with him, John Foster 
Dulles’s worries about what 
he regarded as one of the 
great defects of the United 
Nations charter. In his book, 
“War or Peace,” which was 
published in 1950 before he 
was Secretary of State and 
was still an advisor to the 
Truman administration, he 
wrote that “the possibility of 
peaceful change is a funda­ 
mental prerequisite to peace” 
for “if we set up barriers to 
all change, we make it cer­ 
tain that there will be a vio­ 
lent and explosive change.” 
That is what happened in 
Goa. Dr. Salazar set up bar­ 
riers to all change, and after 
15 years there was a violent 
and explosive change. 


IT HAS BEEN SAID re­ 
cently that Nehru's action in 
Goa is a precedent and an in­ 
citement to Sukarno to seize 
West New Guinea. The two 
cases are quite different. The 
Netherlands, unlike Portugal, 
has set up no barrier to 
change. On the contrary, it 
has invited peaceful change 
by the conciliatory proced­ 
ures of the United Nations 
and of the world community. 
The Notherlands, therefore, 
has come into court with 
clean hands and it is entitled 
to the full support of the 


world community in guaran­ 
teeing 
that 
the 
change, 
which is to come in West New 
Guinea, will be a peaceful 
change. 
The use of military force 
by Indonesia when the Neth­ 
erlands is inviting peaceful 
change would be wanton ag­ 
gression against the charter 
of the UN. 


THE 
ISLAND 
OF New 
Guinea lies to the east of 
Indonesia and north of Aus­ 
tralia. The western part is 
governed by the Netherlands, 
the eastern by Australia. The 
people are the Papuans. They 
are so primitive that by com­ 
parison the Congolese are 
highly advanced. There can 
be no question in the fore­ 
seeable future of their being 
able to govern themselves as 
a nation-state in the kind of 
world we live in. In their 
foreign relations, in the main­ 
tenance of public order, and 
for their development as a 
people, they must have tute­ 
lage from more advanced peo­ 
ple. If the Dutch must go, 
and after them the Austral­ 
ians, someone else—who is 
no more Papuan than the 
Dutch or the Australians — 
would have to take over. For 
this 
role the 
Indonesians 
have nominated themselves. 
Their claim to West New 
Guinea is not that it is in­ 
habited by Indonesians, as is 
Goa by Indians, but that West 
New Guinea was part of the 
colonial empire of the Neth­ 
erlands and that they are the 
heirs of that empire. They 
are not pleading merely for 
the end of colonialism. They 
are asking for the transfer to 
themselves of a Netherlands 
colony. Their legal and moral 
position is no different than 
that which prevailed in the 
nineteenth century when the 
great colonial powers in Af­ 
rica used to transfer bits of 
territory from one to the 
other. 
The members of the UN 
will have to ask themselves 
why they should support the 
establishment of a new em­ 
pire in the Pacific. 


THE REALITY and the 
morality of the affair seems 
to me to call for a new status 
in which no nation, not the 
Netherlands and not Indo­ 
nesia, becomes the colonial 
overlord. That would mean 
setting up West New Guinea 
as a trust territory, adminis­ 
tered under some form oi 
mandate from the Lnited Na­ 
tions to protect, educate, and 
help the Papuan people. 
If this can be done, the 
United Nations will regain 
much of its weakened pres­ 
tige.

What Really Caused Death 
Of Two Great Newspapers? 


Why do newspapers with tremendous 
readership and advertising volume — 
like the Los Angeles Examiner and the 
Los Angeles Mirror — t h r o w in the 
sponge? 
Obviously, they are business failures. 
That is, income doesn't equal outgo; 
they have run in the red instead of 
showing a profit. 
But why? 
The two newspapers that closed up 
in Los Angeles last week had daily paid 
circulations larger than any of the three 
San Francisco newspapers. 
So it would NOT be correct to say 
that they just didn't interest e n o u g h 
readers anymore. 
If you know approximately the aver­ 
age advertising rate of the papers and 
apply it to their volume of paid space, 
you know that their income was sub­ 
stantial. Advertising volume suffered 
no sudden decline. The newspapers re­ 
mained to the end effective advertising 
media. 
So it would NOT be correct to say 
that they lost their advertising “puli’' 
and therefore lost their income-earning 
potential. 
When their publishers announce that 
they succumbed to “spiraling costs,” 
then, we can accept that as accurate. 
But why did costs spiral? 
The cost of everything goes up stead­ 
ily these days. And the things news­ 
papers utilize in the way of materials 
and services are no exception. 
But we doubt if that is all there is to 
it. 


We suspect that two prime fac­ 
tors are inefficiency and competi­ 
tion. 


Newspapers, like other organizations, 
tend when they get old and large to 
“need” an increased proportion of ad­ 
ministrative employees who don't really 
produce anything; they just “process” 
things. 
We rather imagine that the Examiner 
and Mirror in Los Angeles both had a 
h u g e number of non-productive em­ 
ployees, “paper-pushers.” 
Competition? While there were only 
four major metropolitan newspapers 
within the city of Los Angeles, there 
nevertheless are more than 100 news­ 
papers in Los Angeles County— all com­ 
peting for the same readers, mostly, and 
the same advertising dollars. And the 
number of TV and radio stations com­ 
peting for the same audience and same 
advertising dollars is myriad. 
We rather imagine that this compe­ 
tition required ever-rising expenditures 
to attract and hold reader audiences and 
to sell advertising. We suspect that the 
cost of selling advertising in that highly 
competitive field is as high, relatively, 
or higher than any place in the country. 
Undoubtedly it contributed to the de­ 
mise of the two newspapers. 
But, specifically, just why did the Ex­ 
aminer and the Mirror go broke? 
If we knew, exactly, we could have 
sold the answer to their respective own­ 
ers. We doubt if anybody really knows 
for certain the reasons are too complex 
for simple explanation.

TWO CURRENT happen­ 
ings are worth examining to­ 
gether: India’s conflict with 
Portugal over Goa and Indo­ 
nesia’s controversy with the 
Netherlands over West New 
Guinea.

Visitors to Muir Woods Na­ 
tional Monument increased 3 
per cent last year over the 
number in 1960, Supt. Fred­ 
erick M. Martischang said to­ 
day.

There were 504,946 visitors 
in 1959, 508,757 in 1960 and 
524,291 in 1961.

Visitors To Muir 
Woods Increase 


Visitors to Muir Woods Na­ 
tional Monument increased 3 
per cent last year over the 
number in 1960, Supt. Fred­ 
erick M. Martischang said to­ 
day. He said this compares 
with an .8 of one per cent in­ 
crease in 1960 over 1959.
